Psychology Department 

Dr. H. E. Tryk acted as Chairman of a symposium 
titled "The Motivational Basis of the Development 
of Interests and Committments" which was presented 
at the annual convention of the American 
Psychological Association in Washington, D.C. in 
September. 

Dr. Frank Spellacy received a Fellowship from the 
Gerontological Society to attend a week workshop 
on "Mental Health Aspects of Aging" held in 
Ashville, North Carolina in August of this year. 

Dr. R. B. May, in collaboration with Mr. David 
MacPherson, have a paper out "Size Discrimina¬ 
tion in Children Facilitated by Changes in Task 
Difficulty" which appeared in the Journal of 
Comparative and Physiological Psychology, 1971, 

Vol. 75. Mr. MacPherson, co-author, was previous¬ 
ly a student at the University of Victoria, and is 
now at‘the Institute for Research in Human 
Abilities, St. John's, Newfoundland. 

Geography Department 

Under the supervision of Dr. Colin Wood and six 
other faculty and staff members, a successful 
field school was held in Kelowna, B.C. the first 
week of September for departmental graduate and 
honours students. The purpose of the school was 
to examine the economic, social and physical 
environment of the Okanagan Valley. 

Dr. Charles Forward, Dr. Peter Murphy, Dr. Colin 
Wood and Mr. Derek Reimer attended the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Association of Geographers 
held at the University of Waterloo, June 1-5th. 

Dr. Wood presented a paper prepared jointly with 
Dr. W. R. D. Sewell entitled "Environmental 
Decision Making and Environmental Stress: The 
Goldstream Controversy", while Dr. Murphy presented 
"A Comparative Analysis of the Contribution of 
Attitudes toward an Explanation of Spatial 
Patterns for Two Consumer Activities". 

Dr. W.R.D. Sewell was appointed an advisor on 
Flood Problems to the Water Resources Section of 
the United Nations Secretariat and in this 
capacity spent time in New York over the summer. 

In addition he was Viciting Professor in the 
Dept, of Geography and Water Resources Centre in 
the University of Hawaii, April 19-24, and later 
at the University of Edinburgh he presented two 
papers on aspects of environmental behaviours. 
Additionally he attended a meeting of the National 
Science Foundation, Advisory Panel on Atmospheric 
Sciences, Washington, D.C. between the 11-13 July, 
and periodic meeting of the Advisory Committee on 
Flood Control of the British Columbia Energy 
Board. 

The United Nations has invited Dr. Sewell to 
present a keynote paper to the Inter-Regional 
Seminar on Issues in Water Administration in New 
Delhi, December 7-16, 1971. His paper will be on 
"Administration Aspects of Water Resources 
Planning". The Seminar will be attended by fifty 
delegates from thirty countries in the more 
advanced and lesser developed regions of the world 
and the proceedings will be translated into four 
languages. 


Dr. Elaine Limbrick (President of the Association 
of Canadian University Teachers of French) and Dr. 
John Greene (Secretary of A.C.U.T.F.) attended the 
meetings of the Chairmen and Secretaries of the 
Learned Societies, held at McGill University on 
September 30th and October 1st. 

Physics Department 

Dr. D.E. Lobb attended a Los Alamos, New Mexico, 
meeting of the Facility and Beam Line Subcommittee 
of the LAMPF Biomedical Users Group and presented 
a talk on the design of the TRIUMF Biomedical Pion 
Channel. 

Drs. L.P. Robertson, G.R. Mason and G.A. Beer have 
recently been participating, with physicists from 
U.B.C., in an experiment at the Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratory at Berkeley, California. The extent to 
which position pions, with energies less than 80 
MeV, are scattered from deuterons is being 


measured in order to gain further insight into the 
general problem of pi on-nucleon interactions. 

Division of Continuing Education 

The Division of Continuing Education is offering 
two off-campus courses this Fall to respond to 
educational needs of Victorians. "Japan: A 
Cultural and Economic Perspective for Businessmen" 
is being offered at the Provincial Museum during 
the noon hour by Dr. Stanton Tuller, Department of 
Geography, and has enrolled local businessmen. 

Test Construction and Evaluation for Teachers in 
Nursing Education is being given at St. Joseph's 
and Royal Jubilee Schools of Nursing by Dr. Walter 
Muir, Faculty of Education. 

Registration in the Division of Continuing 
Education has increased by 11% over the previous 
period last year. Current enrolment in the Fall 
program is 518. Registrations since April 1, 1971 
total 624. 

The Division of Continuing Education, in coopera¬ 
tion with the Professional Engineers of Victoria, 
will offer a course "Reading Improvement for 
Professional Engineers" to be taught by Dr. R.S. 
Martin, Director of the Reading and Study Skills 
Program, Counselling Centre, beginning on 
November 6.
